Attempt to Prevent Army | 


from Aiding Troops in 
ony Is Dane.

BATTLE LASTS. ALL DAY. 


El Paso, Tex., Feb. t—[Spectal.]—Gen. 
Pasqual Orosco, leader of the insurgent army 
of northern Mexico, seems to have lost his 
chance to capture Juarez, the large town 
Gtrectly across the river from E Pu. 

Instead of attacking the small force of fed- 
eral soldiers in the city, he today chose to 
give battle to the larger army commanded by 
Gen. Radago, which was advancing to the ald 
of Juarez. Orosco derailed the train carrying 
the federal troopers at Bauche, ten miles 
south, early today. Then, instead of attack - 
ing the disordered army he waited until day- 
Hght When Orosed flually advanced, the 
federais had placed machine guns in action 
and were ready to oppose him. After a fight 
lasting all day, Radago tecaped with small 
losses. He and his troopers entered Juarez 
on horse tonight. 

Other federal reinforcements, in the shape 
of Gen. Navarro’s column, are en route from 
Chihuahua, and will reach Juarez tonight or 
tomorrow. It is expected here that the feder- 
als then will be able to hold the city and that 
the Insurrectos who followed them to the city 
will retire. .

Chicago was struck yesterday by the worst 
snow blizzard of the year. 

Before midnight the city wee covered by an 
eight inch blanket of snow. Steam and 


electric raliways were tied up. Telegraphic 


and telephonic communication was tangled, 
and more than a thousand of Chicago’s un- 
employed were given assurance of street 
cleaning work for several days. 
Theatergoers and others so unfortunate as 
to be caugnt away from home were forced to 
use cabs, taxis, or slow going street cars. 
The telephone company said that it had 
never had such a busy night, so many per- 
sons sought to call up anxious ones at home 
and let them know of the blocked traffic.

REPORT REVEALS 
$250,000,0006RAB 
OF ILLINOIS LAND 


Chiperfleld Legislative Com- 
mittee Finds Widespread 
Evidence of Wrong. 


ORASTIC ACTION IS URGED 


Am2zing Indifference af City of 
Chicago While the People 
Are Wronged. 


Amos CENTRAL HELD USURPER 


Springfield, III., Feb. 5.—Land, estimated to 
be worth $250,000,000, has been “ grabbed” 
from the public domain of Illinels by pe 
vate interests, according to the report of 
the Chiperfield commission on submerged 
lands which is ready for presentation to the 
legislature. 

This huge sum will be doubled. however, in 
the opinion of members of the commission, if 
the inquiry is extended to cover all naviga- 
ble lakes, rivers, and coast lines in the state, 

The commission is of the opinion that the 
„ made land,” which has been proper 
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and there are other alleged infractions 


nearby.” 3 

Instances of similar infractions are noted 
through the suburbs of Wilmette, Kenil- 
worth, Winnetka, Glencoe, Lake Forest, and 
Fort Sheridan, and on through Waukegan. 


Recommendations in Brief, 
In brief the commission recommends: 

‘That the attorney general proceed to 
test the rights of all persons and concerns 
until such questions are fully litigated 
and determined. 

That $50, 000 be appropriated by the legis- 
lature to defray the expense of litigation. 

That a commission of representative 
men be appointed to prevent further en- 
croachments upon the public domain, to 
pass upon all schemes relative to made 
land projects, and to preserve places of 
public resort along the lakes and rivers of 
the state. 

That the commission have power do 
prosecute suits and become the permanent 
repository of maps, surveys, and data 
pertaining to all made lands. 

That the city of Chicago must have im- 
mediate recognition in these matters in 
order to bulld its outer harbor. 

That to permit further improvements 
upon made lands by priyate individuals 
will merely be putting a p um upon 

‘ gurther aggressions upon the rights of the 
people and that a harbor project will be- 
come merely a secondary consideration in 
the making of more land and diverting the 
game from public ownership. 

That the construction of an outer har- 
bor for Chicago be done by some munici- 
pal corporation. 


Recommendations in Brief. 

The report condemM the practice in the 
United States engineers’ office of granting 
permits for che construction of various kinds 
of works in nevigable waters without proper 
regard for the comity which ought to exist 
between the government and the state. 

The report calls attention to the 

“amazing indifference of the city of Chi- 
cogo,” which has deprived the people of 
a wonderful opportunity to obtain places 

of rest and resort and accommodations 
for public purposes that otherwise might 


easily have been theirs. 

2 Chicago up to this time, says the com- 
mission, has deliberately thrown away ite 
opportufiity and to a very surprising de- 
gree is absolutely indifferent as to whether 
or not any reclamation of these lands can 
be made.“ 

Incidentally, the commission say “ Street- 
ville land, worth many millions, is im 
grave question as to title, and Cap Street- 
er ise nearer right than any one in his claim. 


TEXT OF RECOMMENDA TIONS. 


Vigorous Action Is Urged to Recover 
Land Grabbed for People and the Ne- 
cessity for Haste Ie Pointed Out. 


The text of the recommendations by tne 
commission follows: 

„After a complete investigation of the en- 
tire state of Illinois with reference to the 
encroachment of private individuals or cor- 
porations upon the public waters of this 
state, the committee is of the opinion that 


‘drastic action is required by the state ot 


Tiitinois to regain whatever possible the 
rights which have been all but lost and to 
prevent further aggression in the future. 
“We therefore recommend that in all 
eases where the report of this committee 
ghows encroachment upon the public wa- 
ters or lands of the state of Illinois that 
wigotous action be taken by the attorney | 
general and that the legislature make a 
sufficient appropriation for the use of his 
department to allow the most vigorous 
prosecution of suits wherever the same 
may be practicable to settle and determine 
these rights. Further delay will make 
such action the more difficult and if any 
of these lands are to be reclaimed it must 
be done at this time, and if the state ts to 


de compensated for the uss. thereof more 


delay should not be permitted to inter- 


- Buits to Test Rights. 

“Along the shores ef Lake Michigan and 
wf the Mississippi river certain companies 
will be found claéming the right to exercise 
certain exclusive franchises conferred upon 
them, as they claim, by various charters of 
the state. 

Among these are the Tilincis Central 
Mafiroead company, the Chicago Dock and 
Canal company, the Wiggins Ferry company 
of East St. Louis. and the Cairo trust 
property. In each of these cases, these are 
public service corporations that claim the 
exclusive tight to control the shores of such 
parts of the navigable waters within the 
state of Illinois to which tiſey ase ert owner- 

“The Wiggine Ferry company and the 
Cairo trust property assume to deny even 
the right of those navigating the public 
waters: to land vessels along the shores of 
the river within thé short limits which they 
assert they control. 

“The existence of these companies and 
their claimed control of the shore lines of 
these navigable waters is a menace to the 
public rights of the state of Illinois which 
as years go by aui grow more and more

‘The manner of their selection id not of 80 
much moment as is the choosing of men who 
are earnestly devoted to the welfare and the 
interests of the state of Ininois in this re- 

“As time goes by our waterways will 
become more and more valuable, and to 
the end that the same may be preserved 
unimpaired and that the rights of the 
public therein shall be preserved we. rec- 
ommend that a rivers and lakes commis- 
sion consisting of from three to five sal- 
aried officials be provided for. 

Rivers and Lakes Commission. 

“The duties of this rivers and lakes com- 
mission would be to obtain and preserve data 
with reference to the limits and confines of 
the navigable bodies of water of Illinois, to 
make surveys of in connection with the 
same where necessaty to show shore lines, 
to obtain all known maps that would tend to 
illustrate the situations with reference to 
these streams, to prevent encroachments of 
any kind upon these waters, and to preserve 
the same for the use of all the people of the 
state of Illinois. j 

Every encroachment of every kind which 
is attempted to be made upon any of these 
bodies of water should be prevented by this 
commission, and all schemes for improve- 
ment of the same, where the consent of the 
etate is or should be required should be sub- 
mitted to this body. 

“In making this recommendation we pave 
in mind the fact that improvements to the 
navigation of these bodies of water, where 
jurisdiction has been assumed by the fed- 
eral government, must be made under its. 
control and regulation. But within the state 
of Illinois there is a great field of usefulness 
fer this body. 

“This commission could adopt plane and 
schemes and devise ways and means for the 
preservation and beautifying of these bodies 
of water and for making the same more a vall- 
able for the use of the public. 


Reserve Land for Public. 

“Ag a part of their duties, where prac- 
ticable, preserves of places of public re- 
sort along the rivers and lakes could be 
provided for, for the use of the public gen- 
erally. The legislature could with great 
propriety make from time to time appro- 
priations to enable this commission to obtain 
various tracts of land, suitably located, 
throughout the state upon the streems and 
waters of Illinols that may be preserved for 
the use of all the people of this state for 
hunting end fishing and pleasure resorts. 

“The time ie not far distant in the state 
of Ulunois when it will be impossible for the 
state, without going to great expense, so to 
provide for the pleasure and comfort of its 
people. This commission should be given 
the right of eminent domain for that purpose, 
if, indeed, it does already exist inany agency 


ot the state. 


Commission Should Prosecute. 
“This commission should have power to 
prosecute suits in the name of the people, to 
prevent encrogchments, and to recover, 
wherever possible, lands which are im- 
properly in the possession of private per- 
sons or individuais. They should also report 
to the governor and the iegislature all ag- 
gressions of every kind, and, instead of per- 
mit ting thése encroachments to become 
respectable by the mere lapse of time. call 
attention to the same as soon as they are at- 
tempted, for the purpose of permitting ge- 
tions to be brought at a time when wit- 
nesses are available to show euch wrongful 
invasions. 

There can be no question but that the 
establishment of such a commission in IIII 
nois would be of great benefit to the state. 
and by its conetant vigilance would repay 
the people of the state many times over 
esch year the coat of its maintenance. 

“ AS permanent and continuing reposi- 
tory of data, records, maps, and surveys, 
from an historical etandpoint, it would soon 
become of the utmost value. , 

Such a commission must be an active, 
positive force, and for that reason @ new 
body is respectfully suggested. ! 

The critic of this plan may not, at first 
glance, see the practical side involved in the 
appointment of this commission. [It will 
have a great field for work ahead of it. 

“As the samé exist at the present time 
the navigable waters of the state are a 
matter of no moment or concern to any one. 
As things exist today, they are the prey 
for such interests as may desire to appro- 
priate the same. 


In the Matter of Fisheries. 

“In the matter of fisheries alone, the IIli- 
nois river and itsadj acent lakes furnish 
one of the greatest fishing grounds of the 
world. Along the Illinois river bottoms, as 
the same exist in a state of nature, are 
found many of the most beautiful portions 
of Iijinoils, which at present are practically 
uninhabited, and these would be available 
kor the creation of public resorts for the 
people of this state. 

“If the. city of Chicago can spend many 

miflions of dollars for the creation and main- 
tenange of a park system, cannot the state 
of If"nois afford to provide rublic places 
for the people of the state at convenient 
points where the same may be made uvail- 
able, by traveling a short distance, to the 
citizens of Illinois and of the surrounding 
territory? 

The creation of city parke is not more 
necessary or calculated to better serve the 
people. than would be the creation of such 
resorts as we have mentioned above. 

“At the present time, when these lands 
are unoccupied and when the same exist: 
ma state of nature, state parks can be laid 
out and constructed upon a plan that would 
be imposetble later, and the many beautiful 
trees and other natural advantages that 
now exist could thus be net in their 
original form. 

Data tor Water 8 Sites, 

Latterly there has been much talk of 


the sta te of Lilinols. 
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constructed which materially impair the 

capacity of these streams.

Waste Lands a 

„Along all of. the streams of Illinois, 
whether navigable or other wise, are large 
bodies of land which at the present time are 
unproductive, although of the most fertile 
character, by reason of overflow from these 
streams. Even though the ownership of 
the same is in private persons, the develop- 
ment would be of the utmost benefit to this 
state and the assistance of this commission in 
devising way and plans and assisting and 
enco those who are the ownersto put 
the same in operation could not fall to result 
beneficially to the state 

“While the state could not iubur the ex- 
pense of any part of these operations they 
could give advice and assistance and furnish 
gurveys where the ‘same exist, showing ele- 
vations and possfbility of drainage opera- 
tions to those’ who are interested in such 
plans, and t is no exaggeration to say that 
as a result of such efforts of this commission 
many thougande ot ares of Diinois not now 
available could be ies to useful a 
tural pursuits. 

“At the inception of the work of this com- 
mission 4 fleld of labor would unfold before 
them that would be surprising to eves those 
who have made careful study of this situa- 
tion. 

Intelligent thought and earnest effort 
would make ‘the commission,one of the most 
useful that ever has been appointed in the 
state, and as years passed the records of this 
commission ‘would become of the greatest 
value to the people of this state and to all 
others intereeted along the lines of the pur- 
suite of thie body. 


_ Chieago’s Harbor Problem. 
“The hagbor situation of the city of Ch 
cago presents a most complex problem. 

“A large part of the lałe front of Chi- 
cago must be speedily made available for 
the commercial uses of the city by the 
construction of .an adequate harbor. 
Delay will not be tolerated for a much 
longer time. The demands of the city 
are insistent and they must have practi- 
cally immediate recognition. 

„ Statistica which it will not be necessary 
to quote at this point show that the mercan- 
tile interests of the city of Chicago are suf- 
fering in many ways because of inadequate 
harbor facilities. The great population of 
the city and its commercial necesgsitities ab- 
solutely forbid the idea that the harbor of 
Chicago should be in the hands of any pri- 
vate individual, firm, corporation, or as- 
sociation, or under private control in what- 
ever guise the same may be attempted. 

“ Private ownership means abuses which 
in time will become intolerable. Further 
delay to make this a public enterprise will 
retard and restrict the grawth of ‘the city 
so long as such private interests seek to 


control. 
“Premium Upon Aggressions.”’ 

“To permit improvements to be made to 
private interests will merely be putting a 
premium upon further aggressions upon the 
rights of the ple and a harbor project 
will became merely a secondary considera-. 
tion to.-the making of more land and to di- 
verting the same from the public to private 
ownership. 

One cannot study the sordid attempte of 
those who have acquired land along the lake 
front of the city of Chicago to obtain the 
same for their own private gain at the ex- 
pense of the rights of all the people of this 
state without asserting that the accomplish- 
ment of such attempts must be made im- 
possible in the future. 

“ The history of the Chicago Dock and 
Canal company shows conclusively that 
what was pretended originally to be 6 
great public harbor enterprise merely be- 
came a cloał for one of the greatest land 
grabs (considering its value) recorded in 
modern history, and we have no hesitancy 
whatever in-saying that any harbor enter- 
prise conducted by private persons or 
companies would be merely a repetition 
on a much larger scale of the same plans 
that have proved so injurious to the city 
following the formation of the Chicego 
Dock and Canal company. 


Task for Municipal Corporation. 

“It is the opinion of this 3 that 
the entire harbor situation of the city of 
Chicago should be placed in the hands of 
some municipal corporation which may now 
exist, or which may hereafter be formed. 

This municipal corporation would have 
the power of levying taxes and of issuing 
bonds for the purpose of the construction of 
this berbor and of beautifying the lake 
front. 

“A certain part of the lake front of the 
city, to be determined and prescribed by 
definite bounds, should be placed under the 
jurisdiction of this municipal corporation, 
and it should at once proceed to outline upon 
a plan large enough and sufficiently broad 
and comprehensive to provide for the waste 
of many generations, the construction of a 
harbor, and the preservation of the lake 
front. 

The jurisdiction so conferred upon this 
municipal corporation should be large and 
should enable it to carry out and by piece- 
meal or in its entirety the plan for the pres- 
ervation of the harbor facilities of the city 
and the beautification of its lake front.

“This is a problem which is worthy of the

Indifference Is Amazing 
“The indifference exhibited by the city

„Chicago, up to this time, has deliberately 
‘thrown away its opportunities in this diree- 
‘tion, and to a surprising degree is absolutely 
indifferent as to whether or not any reclama- 
tion of these lands can be made. 
It eeems to us that the most vigorous and 
2 action is required in order to correct 
wrongs that have already beem thus com- 
mit 2 to prevent a repetition of the case 
cited future. 
“We recommend mat this legislators 
enact some law that will place upon some 
‘municipal corporation the duty of devis- 
ing, designing, and constructing the great 
harbor that Chicago requites and of pre- 


people of the state the wonderful advan- 
tages that should accrue from the use of 
its lake shore and water front. 


Must Be Safeguarded. 

“In this connection we wish to emphati- 
cally say that while we appreciate the ned 
‘that such legistation should be enacted, 
we also realize the absolute necessity that it 


must be surrounded by .safeguarde which 
‘cannot be broken down 80 that the land con- 
structed In aid of a public enterprise or which 


will be formed as a. result thereof, may not 
become the subject of piratical encroach- 
ment#for private gain. 

“ All land formed in connection with 3 
enterprise should be the land o the public 
and the nature of the location of this land 
and the manner in which the same would be 
constructed absolutely forbids the idea that 
the same may ever become the subject of 
private ownership, or that any part of the 
same may be so subjected, and we cannot 
make too emphatic our illustrations of the 
needs dr restrictions upon this subject. 

„In matters relating to improvements of 
the navigation of navigable streams, thie 
committee strongly condemns the practice 
which has heretofore existed upon tie part of 
the United States enginecers’ office of grant- 
ing permits for the construction of various 
kinds of works in navigable waters without 
a proper regard for the somity which 
ought to exist between the government and 
state of Illinois and its various political sub- 
divisions, which are affected. by such permis- 


sion. , 
Evil Lies in Consequences. 

“The evil resulting therefrom is not 80 
much in the mere grant of the permit as 
tt is in the consequences which follow. 

The popular impression is that the United 
States government can indiscriminateiy give 
pern$ssion toerect works and make improve- 
ments and fill in submerged shallows and that 
by virtue of the granting of such permit 
title is transferred to the person to whom the 
permission is given. Following this line of 
reasoning, much of the land which is in oon- 
troversy in this investigation has been made 
under and by virtue of the permission so 
granted by the offices of the United States 
engineers. 

“Such permission on the part of the 
United States engineers office is merely a 
declaration that such improvement or work 
will not ifterf with navigation and it 
cannot have the effect of transferring title. 
But such permission frequently is made the 
basis for aggressive action, and the parties, 
when attempt is made to check them in 
their improper acts, rely upon what they 
claim. to be authority given. them for such 
action by the government of the United 
States. 

“ Surely the state and its various political 
subdivisions so affected by such action have 
a right to be heard. It is true the federal 
government may proceed, independent of 
them, but it also is true that a proper regard 
for the mutual interests of each require 
that full consideration shall be given to the 
wishes of the state and its various political | 
subdivisions so affected. 


Rights of the State. 

“In matters of national impor threre might 
be ample justification for the government 
of the United States proceeding without 
reference to the wishes of the state, but 
where the same concerns merely a matter 
of local improvement to be made upon the 
part of private individuals, every reason 
suggests that the wishes of the state and its 
political subdivisions, so far as may be, shall 
be respected. 

The supreme court of the state has passed 
upon the effect of these permits and they 
have said in the case of Cobb vs. .ommis- 
sioners of Lincoln park [202 III., 487}. 

“Appellant also claims that by virtue 
of the license from the secretary of war 
he is entitled to build this wharf, be- 
cause, as he says, a license from the exec- 
utive officer of the government to build 
this wharf means permission and‘author- 
ity from the United States government 
to do so, and such permission and author- 
ity being granted, rmeither the state nor 
any of its agents have any control over 
the subject matter. He refers to the 
river and harbor act of congress of Sept. 
19, 1800 (26 state at large, chap. 907, 
page 426) as sanctioning his contention. 
Section 7 of this act was superseded by 
sections 9 and 10 of the river and harbor 
act of March 8, 1808, (80 state at large, 
chap. 425, pages 1121, 1151.) 

These provisions of the law were de- 
signed to protect the navigable waters 
of the United States from encroachmnt 
and from obstructions to navigation and 
commit the duty of their protection to

“It certainly cannot be said thet be- 
causkthe statute does not make a Hcense 
necegsary in such case, a riparian owner 
‘ean build his wharf within the harbor 
lines, in a state where the right to wharf 
out le. not-recegniged, without the con- 
sent of the owner In the submerged land. 
The fixing of harbor Mnes is only a find: 
ing by an officer of the government that 
erections within such lines will not in- 
jure or interfere with navigation. 


Rights ot Submerged Lands Owners. 
“If parties choose to build within such 
lines, the general government will — 
not interfere. It ‘is not a declaration 
touching the tights of the owners of the 
submerged fands in the harbor. When 
‘harbor lines are not established or beyond | 
established harbor lines the permission 
of the general government to bund a 
wharf in navigable waters is necessary. 
But such permission ip not given te 
override the rights of the owners of the 
submerged lands. It is, ag said abSve, a 
declaration by the guardian of the inter- 
ests of the public at large that the pro- 
posed structure will not interfere with 
navigation. It is strictly permissive and 
not an authorization by paramount au- 
thority to build the structure 
“If a river and lakes commission in Iili- 
nols were in existence as has been suggested 
in another pert of the report, they could co- 
operate with the United States Spee 
office’ to see that in the granting of t 
permits the interests of the state of Tiihots 
or any of its political .subdivisiong were not 
injuriously affected.“ 


LINCOLN PARK BOARD SCORED. 


Critised by Commission Particularly 
in Connection with the Lake Shore 
- Drive and Other Proposed Extension. 


The action of the Lincoln park commis 
sioners, particularly in connection with the 
Lake Shore drive extension and certain 
other extensions now proposed, is severely 
criticieed by the commission. 


“There appeared no seeming necessity 
for the Lake Shore drive as built, and 
fully 70 per cent of the traffic is borne by 
Pine street instead of making the long 
detour around the shore drive. The most 
charitable view of this transaction can 
only be that it was consummated to ac- 
quire title on behalf of certain interests, 
according to-decisions rendered, and the 
matter still is subject to judicial inguiry 
as to whether the public secured full 
value for the rights and privileges by it 
conferred. 

Public officials have been negligent 
and there appears good ground for be- 
lieving that the action of the park board 
can be set aside and restoration or full 
remuneration secured to the public. The 
made lands lying between Ohio and Oak 
streets and adjacent to the shores of Lake 
Michigan were the subject of litigation 
in the cases of the people vs. Kirk. 


Contract with Property Owners. 
There the commissioners of Lincoln park 
and owners of the land adjacent to the then 
shore of Lake Michigan, entered into con- 
tract whereby title te the land in question 
was to be conveyed to the property owners 
in consideration of the performance of cer- 


‘tain acts by them. The Lincoln park board 


members were acting in conformity with an 
act passed in the legislature in 1889. 

“The Lincoln park board under this act 
of the legislature located its driveway over 
and upon Lake Michigan in such a manner 
that ninety-three acres of submerged land 
lying between the shore and the western 
boundary of the driveway was rec 
This large tract of the same land was, un- 
der the provisions of this act, sold by the 
park board to the shore owners, each shore 
owner obtaining that portion of the reclaimed 
land lying opposite the tract of land by him 
owned. In consideration of the sale of this 
land, the shore owners agreed to construct 
a driveway and the shore.“ 


Construes Legislative Act. 


Regarding the legislative act of 1889, upon 
which the park board based its action, the 
report says: 

From the language of the court it is ap- 
parent that the court itself condemns the 
policy of the legislature in enacting the legis- 
lation which constituted the basis for the 
action of the park commissioners. 

There can be no question but that the 
transfer of this ninety-three acres of land 
to private shore owners was the result of a 
scheme to invest them with this valuable 
tract and to divest eee a ene eee. 
ship. 

© om © vent of this éptiion, W 
find that the court has wholly foreclosed this 
question from further consideration. The 
court specifically says in its opinion, in the 
concluding sentences: 

“Tf the work agreed to. be performed 
by the shore owners was done as clearly 
as if they hed paid cash, and it the price 
given for the submérged land was its full 
market value, fn principle it made no 
difference whether or not the land was 
sold for all cash, or @ part cash anda part 

in making the improvement. , 

“ These submerged were set apart 
to be used in the payment of the coat of 
the improvement and until it hes been 
shown that these have been disposed of 
in such a way that the commissioners 
have not received their full value on the 
improvement, | no one can properly object.

Er ieee Dangerous in Extreme. 
The legislation of 1869 and all legisie- 

tion of a simflar kind supplementary there- 
to, is dangerous in the extreme, and con- 
des toy a small body of men the right to 
dispose of property that is almost beyond 
Value at their own terms and upon their 
own conditions. 

There acts should. be repealed. except 
in go far as they!

“ Without desiring to cast amy reflec- 
tions upon the Lincoln park board, it is 
the admitted fact that in certain of the 
cases wherein valuable land was convéeyed 
to riparian property owners in exchange 
for their riparian rights the litigation took 
entirely the form of an agreed case and 
was rushed through in several days, two 
of which were holidays, and that there 
was no resistance on the part of those 
who might be concerned upon behalf of 
the public, because such persons had no 
fate seta of the pendency of such liti- 


Against Rights of People. 

„ gay that land worth many thousands of 
dollars should be subject to disposition in 
such a way by any park board is wholly 
odious to the theory that the people are the 
true owners of the submerged. lands of the 
state, and thät such lands are irrevdécably 
dedicated for public puzposes. 

“Such legislation should be discouraged, 
and if the submerged lands are to be made 
the subject of barter and sale for any public 
or quasi-public purposes, it should be done 
upon the terms and conditions that are 
known to the whole people affected and upon 
such notice and in such a way as wil) abso- 
lutely prevent the hurried consert decree 
which have heretofore been in vogue in con- 
nection with this matter. 

No court should consent to enter a decree 
of this kind without the fullest opportunity 
for investigation and without there being 
an actual appearance on the part of the state 
after a full inquiry, and after carefu! delib- 
eration. To thus juggle the rights of the 
people of the state is reprehensible in the 
extreme, and merits the most severe denun- 
ciation and disapproval. 

“very act of the Lincoln park board 
should be scrutinized. by the legal depart- 
ment of the state, and wherever there is 
a question as to whether or not a fair re- 
turn has been given to the public for the 
lands so conveyed, there should be judi- 
cial proceeding growing out of an 
attack made upon such conveyance and 
the question should be carefully ad- 
judicated, and under such circum- 
stances and conditions the matter should 
be contested to the court of last resort, 
including the Supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States, where federal questions can be 
raised and determined concerning the 
right of the state of Illjnois to deprive 115 
citizens of these valuable privileges. 

Serious questions have been raised as to 
the constitutionality of these acts, and while 
the case of the people vs. Kirk, already re- 
ferred to, is cited as authority for the con- 
stitutionality of their act, it will be seen by a 
reading of such case that approval only has 
been given where the utmost faith has been 
exercise@ and the state has received a full 
and fair equivalent for the privileges con- 
ferred. 

Every remedy should be exhausted to see 
if the people of this state may be arbitrarily 
deprived of their righte at the behest of any 
board of park commissioners within the lim- 
tts of the state.” 


Disposes of Submerged Lands. 

Taking up the legisiative act of 1806 the re- 
port says: 

Under this act of 1895 and the amend- 
ment thereto of 1903, the park board accom- 
plished by indirection the results that the 
act of 1889 permitted them to do directly, viz. : 

“To dispose of the submerged lands be- 
longing to the state for the purpose of car- 
rying into effect a public improvement de- 
signed for the benefit of the public. The 
1889 act authorized the board to sell out- 
right the submerged shallows and to devote 
the proceeds toward the accompNshment of 
the contemplated public enterprise. The 1895 
act and the amendment of 1908 dio not per- 
mit the sale of the submerged Jands, but 
granted authority to the board whereby it- 
disposed of the title to the shallows in ex- 
change for the riparian rights of the adja- 
cent property owners, 


on Apparently Legal. 

“ After formulating the plans for the ex- 
tension of the drive the park board instt- 
tuted proceedings in chancery, and consent 
decrees werd entered. In this manner the 
plans of board were apparently legally 
adopted and a new boundary line estab- 
lHshed between public and private ownership. 

“This proceeding has added on an aver- 
age About 100 feet to the water lots along 
the lake shore between Diversey boulevard 
and Devon avenue. It seems impossible to 
justify the park board's action in giving 
away state property im exchange for ripar- 
jan rights when the act of 1895 curtailed 
its power to sell and specified that they 
should acquire riparian rights by contract or 
condemnation. 1

Known Under Many Names. 

She still refuses to tell her’real name or 
where her people reside, except that they 
live in Michigan.

She is 26 
years old. 

The young woman gained entrance to the 
residences of wealthy persons by answering 
advertisements. Apparently cultured and 
well educated, she alwaye told a story of a 
reverse of fortunes which compelled her to 
seek employment. A clever talker, with a 
pleasant manner, she made every woman 
who employed her believe she had obtained a

‘CAPTAIN STREETER’S CASE. 


Matter Is Found Still Subject to Ju- 
dicial Inquiry as to Whether Public 5 
Right Has Been Conserved. 


Taking up the case of Cap ™ Streeter, the 
report reade as follows:

CHICAGO DOCK & CANAL 


Company's Title to Sixty Acres on 
the Chicago River Is Questioned by 
the Chiperfield Commission. 


After a detailed review of the securing of 
sixty acres of land by the Chicago Dock and 
Canal company on the Chicago river and the 
citation of a long UMst of legal precedents 
bearing on the case, the report says: 

From these decisions and other authori- 
ties which might be cited and set forth, we 
draw the deduction and final conclusion that 
the Chicago Dock and Canal company has 
no lawful title to the lands in controversy 
and that steps should de taken t obtain 
réstitution of these lands or that the state 
should be fully compensated therefor, and 
we advise such proceedings upon the part of 
the state as will enforce the rights that be- 
long to the State of Illinois,” 


COUNCIL LEADERS ARE PLEASED. 

Although resenting some of the criticism 
of the Chiperfield report upon the lack of 
local efforts for the recovery of lake front 
rights and the development of a harbor, 
leaders of the city council and others who 
have been active in this work were pleased 
with the recommendations of the commis- 
sion. 

They indprsed the suggestions for the ap- 
pointment of a lakes and rivers commission 
and the institution of legal action for the 
recovery of all stolen lands; but as a rule 
the most pleasing feature of the report was 
what wes called an “attempt to force a 
harbor down Chicago's throat.”

Miss Teronk was at work in the restau- 
rant when Gulna entered. He followed her 
to the kitchen and renewed his pleas. She 
repulsed him, and turned to pick up a plate. 
Enraged, Guina stepped back a few feet and 
drew a revolver. He fired at thewoman four 
times, but each shot went wild. Screaming, 
she rushed into the front of the restaurant, 
followed by Gulne. Swinging her about, he 
thrust the revolver close to her breast and 
pulled the trigger for the fifth time. John 
Dolan, another employé,. ran into the street 
to call for help. He returned to find the 
woman lying on the floor unconscious . 

Guina fied to his room im the hotel where 

he reloaded the revolver. Just as the crowd 
of pursuers reached the door and began bat- 
tering it down another shot was heard. 


Ends Life in Room.

Each man took his tin cup of coffee ard 
wandwich with thanks, and most made quick 
work of the lunch. Many went back to the 
jloot of the line to wait another twenty min- 
etes for a seconc ratton. 

„ didn’t think any men would be here to- 
night, said Mr. McDowell, who. with W. II. 
A. Johnson, a Northwestern university law 
student, had charge of the “ bread line.“ 
Everything looked deserted when we got 
off a car, but as soon as the men saw us they 
appeared like magic. They came from door- 
ways and hallways. The word Was passed 
around that the wazon was open and in five 
minutes they were in line waiting. 


Snow Means Work. 

“This snow is a godsend to many of them.

Army of Men Clear Streets.

An army of equal if not greater size will be 
recruited this morning by the city street 
cleaning department.

Roads Rush Men to Work.

The Chicago and Northwestern rail- 
road issued a call for men, and within a few 
hours 550 men had applied for work.

It the union officials ignore the confer- 
ence board, my union wants to know it,’’ 
said John Flora of the carpenters’ union. 
We want to know if any high handed dirty 
work has been done. My union has con- 
tributed $2,000 to the strike fund when we 
needed the money ourselves, and if we find 
anything wrong we'll give the officials $2,000 
worth of our mind.“ 

No action was taken, but it was agreed 
by common consent that the strike, so far 
as the feceration is concerned, is not ended 
until the joint conference board makes a 
final report.

“Veto Bill” Represents Policy,

mons by providing thet any bil shall be-

To insure the control of finance by the 
commons and settle the issue which the lords 
raised when they rejected the Lloyd George 
budget, the bill provides that any money bil) 
which the upper chamber does not pass with- 
in one month efter it is sent up fromthe lower 
house shall, with the royal assent, become 
law. The speaker of the commons is given 
final authority to decide whether any meas- 
ure deals only with taxation, appropriations 
and loans, and ie properly a money bill. 


Want Single Chamber System. 

On the part of the Labor and Irish mem- 
bers objections to the preamble have been 
brought forward. These extreme enemies of 
the lords are for a single chamber govern- 
ment. They oppose the reform of the upper 
house by changing it to an elective body, 
and would have the Liberal party drop the 
preamble from the bill. There seems little 
doubt, however, that the government will 
introduce the bill as ft stands and that it will 
be passed after comparatively short debate. 

For their part the lords already have com- 
mitted themselves to a different plan of re- 
form.

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PRIMARY FRAUDS 


Politicians Expect 50,000 
Names to Be Added to Lists 
by Affidavits. 


REMEDY LACKING IN LAW. 


Graham Said to Have Promise of 
the Prohibition Party Chal- 
lengers’ Aid. 


Politicians yesterday estimated that 50,000 
names will be added to the registration lists 
next Wednesday by the filing of that num- 
ber of affidavits with the election board. 
Chief Clerk W. H. Stuart said nearly 100,000 
blank petitions had been distributed, on re- 
quest, to factional organisations, principally 
Democratic, although Ald. Merriman’s cam- 
paign committee has taken 15,000. 

Opportunities for the most extensive elec- 
tion frauds Chicago ever has known, excited 
by the flerce three-cornered Democratic 
struggle for the mayoralty nomination, have 
stirred apprehension among both reformers 
and election officials. This is due to the fact 
that safeguards are lacking in the use of the 
affidavits in place of registration, there being 
no registration until March. 

Doors Open for Fraud. 

Any one may sign an affidavit, which does 
not require the signature of any householder. 
It may not be mailed, but may be filed by 
messenger with the election board on or 
before Wednesday. There is no provision in 
the law whereby the name of a person mak- 
ing a fraudulent affidavit may be erased from 
the books by a suspect notice. It is believed 
thousands of such false affidavits have been 
signed and will be filed in the last hour. 

The only disclosed way of blocking illegal 
voting under fraudulent registrations by al- 
davit is by challenges at the primaries. Two 
challengers may be appointed by each pre- 
cinct committeeman. This means that 
Hinky Dink will name them in the First 
ward, John J, Brennan in the Eighteenth, and 
John F. O'Malley in the Twenty-first. “Hink’’ 
is for Harrison; the other two lodging ward 
overlords are for Graham. 

Farwell’s Name Is Involved. 

Because of this situation, there has de- 
veloped a lively demand for trade in chal- 
lengers’ credentials of the Prohibition and 
Socialist parties. Through Arthur Burrage 
Farwell of the Chicago Law and Order 
league it is said the Graham people have se- 
cured the promise of Prohibition party cre- 
dentials in the First ward. Elsewhere in the 
city, since the Roger Sullivan forces control 
the ward organizations, the Graham men 
have the advantage. 

The election board is investigating the situ- 
ation, especially the prospect of attempted 
fraud, and its attorney, Charles H. Mitchell, 
is looking into provisions of the law that may 
afford a check on “ repeaters.”

GOV.HADLEY FIGHTS FIRE 


Legislature Is in Session, but Has 


No Adequate Place to 
Meet. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Feb. 5.—[ Special. I— The 
state capitol was struck by lightning at 7:15 
o'clock tonight and is now a total loss. 

Penitentiary trusties and legislators fought 
the fire, with Gov. Hadley personally con- 
ducting the battle against the flames. 

In answer to an appeal from the state offi- 
cials, a special train was made up to bring 
the Sedalia fire department to Jefferson City 
to fight the fire. 

Despite their efforts, the building was en- 

tirely destroyed. Many of the governor's 

records and those of other state officers are 

a complete loss. 
Loss Will Be Immense. 

The hes of the building, which was built 
in 1838, is estimated at $1,000,000. The etate 
was unable to induce any company to insure 
either the building or contents. The records 
destroyed were of great value. The 
original land grants were saved. Other 
records are in a vault that may or may 
not be fireproof. In the vault in the treas 
urer’s Office are $20,000 in cash, $500,000 in 
school bonds, and $100,000 in legislative 
script. The vault is supposed to be fire- 
proof. | 

The legislature is in session, but the leg- 
igiators do not know exactly what to do, as 
they have no adequate place to meet. 

May Renew Removal Fight, 

Gov. Hadley says if the legislature paeses 
an amendment to the constitution providing 
for the immediate erection of a capitol, he 
will, unless restricted by the constitution, cal! 
a special election to submit the question to 
the people. Even if the amendment is sub- 
mitted. at once, the state officers and the leg- 
islature will be without an adequate home 
for several years. 

The burning of the capitol is expected to 
start anew the struggle to take the state de- 
partments away from Jefferson City.

DR. ELIOT SAYS LEVITICUS 


CAUSES HARM TO MORALITY. 


President Emeritus of Harvard Sees 
Peril to Young People in One Book of 
the Bible.

W. Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard. in 
his crusade for the teaching of sex hygiene 
in the schools, came out today against the 
Book of Leviticus in the Bible.

“We must get rid of. these monstrous 
things brought dowm to us from the book of 
Leviticus,“ said Dr. Eliot.

What we need is a new kind of teaching.

Christian association here. 

Mr. Clark contended that it was better to 
look upon the bright side of things than upon 
the dark, and that 4a jubilate is morepleas- 
ant music than a miserere If the world 
were not growing better, he said, then the 
school system which America boasts and 
which costs so much was an ignominious 
faire, and all religion was a failure, and 
he did not belleve either condition to be true. 

Why so many good people believe the world 
is growing worse was explained by Mr. 
Clark as a matter of eyolution of communi- 
cation; that nowadays any place on earth is 
in reach of the telephone or telegraph, anda 
man may do a thousand good things and 
never get hie name in the newspapers, but 
the first time he does a bad thing, in it 
goes. 


Missouri as an Index. 

Mr. Clark said that when he went to Mi- 
souri thirty-five years ago the average num- 
ber of homicides in Pike county was between 
four and five a year, and now they averaged 
less than one. That, he believed, wae meas- 
ureably true of every other county in the 
country. 

Somebody once seid,” he continued, 
that, after all, we are simply veneered 
savages. I neither affirm nor deny that 
proposition. Up to ten or fifteen years ago 
a prize fight could be pulled off in any state 
with absolute impunity. Now there is not 
a single state in which it is not a penitentiary 
offense, 

“Up to comparatively recent years a duel 
could be fought in any state without any 
fear of serious consequences, Now there is 
no state in in which it is not a felony. 


Wars Are Becoming Rarer. 

“Wars are becoming rarer and rarer. 
One thing the flying machine will accomplish 
will be to put an end forever and forever to 
all wars. Lotteries have been stopped. In« 
stitutions for preservation of morals, relief 
of human sufferings, for.perpetuity of our 
institutions are springing up on every hand. 
The idea of reformation of criminals rather 
than their punishment is taking a deep hold 
on the minds of men. 

There is more money today devoted to 
charity per capita than ever before, Con- 
troversial religion has passed and practical 
religion is at hand. The masses of the people 
are waking up to the fact that politics should 
be purified, demanding primary elections, 
senatorial elections by popular vote, and 
other important reforms.”

NEEDLESS BOTHER FOR VOTERS. 
Thie is a good time for the friends of the 


short ballot morement to say something 
about the folly of bothering voters with the 
selection at the primaries and the polls of a 
city Clerk and city treasurer. It has served 


| the political parpose of enabling politicians 


to make up what they called well bal- 
| anced" tickets. When one section of the 
elty was given the mayoralty candidate 
dections were given the nominations 
for inferior offices as consolation prizes, 
but extfa work which they are not able to 
do intelligently has been put on the voters. 
They have been asked to pick out among 
candidates whose nanies they barely knew 
the men best qualified to perform duties of 
which the average voter knows nothing. 

Prior to the adoption of the present char- 
ter the city couneil elected ite own clerk. 
It is quite as competent to do so now as it 
was then, if not more competent. After 
the council had ones got a good clerk it 
would keep him, for he would become more 
useful year by year. Aldermen come and 
go, but if the clerk held on his familiarity 
with municipal affairs would make him in- 
valuable. 

Wulle the city treasurer pocketed the in- 
terest on deposits the office was a prise. 
Party campaign committees took advantage 
of it to make nominees pay assessments of 
thousands of dollars. Now the office has 
lost its pecuniary importance, and there 
should be little opposition in any quarter to 
changing thé mode of getting a treasurer. 
Preferably the mayor should nominate and 
the council confirm, as with the city con- 
troller. 

This year should be the last time that the 
voters have to mark their ballots for city 
clerk and treasurer. The short ballot ad- 
vocates should urge the legislature to amend 
the city charter at this session, so that four 
years hence the voters may be able to con- 
centrate their attention on mayor and alder- 
men. They arethe only persons with whose 
nomination and election they should be 
asked to concern themselves. 


THE STATE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 

The other day Tun Tum said that at 
the last election 166,280 Illinois voters voted 
tor a comprehensive state civil service law 
and 55,404 against it. That was an error. 
It was a substitution of the vote pro and con 
in Cook county for that in the whole state. 
The measure had the approval of 411,676 
Ulinoisans, while 121,132 recorded them- 
selves against it. 

Those who voted in the affirmative were 
less than & majority of the total number of 
persons who went to the polls. So if it had 
been a constitutional amendment that was 
voted on it would not have been adopted, 
although intelligent public opinion manifest- 
| ly would have indorsed it. But the failure 
to receive that majoritf should not infiu- 
ehce the legislature. It has 40 deal with 
the fact that 411,676 IlHnoisans are desirous 
that a comprehensive state civil service law 
should be enacted, while only about one- 
tourth as many are, for one reason or an- 
other, opposed to such a law. 

The vote was plainly indicative of the 
popular desire, and it is the duty of the 
legislature to comply with that desire. 


‘CIVIL WAR SEMI-CENTENNIALS. 

The fiftieth anniversary of a dramatic 
event in American history was celebrated 
last week in Montgomery, Ala. It is an 
anniversary to which the north pays no at- 
tention and which is not generally observed 
in the south. The younger generation cares 
little about what was happening half a cen 
tury ago in the Alabama city. The older 
generation may not wish to revive mem- 
ories of the early days of jubilation which 
preluded a contest that ended in utter defeat, 

It was at Montgomery that the delegates 
from the seceding gulf states met fifty years 


} ago today and put the confederate govern- 


ment on its feet. A few days later Jeff 
Davis was inaugurated president. While 
the capital of the confederacy was estab- 
lished at Richmond after the secession of 
Virginia, and remained there until the end 
of the war, the people of Montgomery still 
take local pride in the fact that their city 
was the cradle of the confederacy. 

There were other happenings in 1881 
which will not be commemorated this ;ear. 
There was the fring on Fort Sumter, which 
set the north in a blaze. There wus the 
battle of Bull Run, which raised high the 
| hopes of the south, while it strengthened 

the determination of the north. These 
“old, unhappy, far off things and battles 
' long ago had better be left to the historian. 
That bitter episode of four years of relent- 
lens strife means nothing to the great mass 
of citizens of 1911. It is only locally, as in 
the case of Montgomery, that a languld in-

He will hold hig office for three years, 
at the end of which time he will have at- 
tained the age of 64, and as such be placed 
on the rettred list. 

If I lay so much stress upon the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Michel it is because in 
France, ad in most other continental coun- 
tries of Europe, the maintenance not only 
of order, but of the existence of the gov- 
ernment fteel, depende upon the efficiency 
of the army, and, above ell, upon the loyalty 
of ite commanding officers. 

Ie often is alleged that monarchies are 
upheld solely by béyonete. But were it 
not for Frances fine army and for the 
fidelity of {ts offieers to the existing régime, 
the republican government in France would 
have been overthrown ere this, and the coun- 
try plunged into thet anarchy which menaces 
every well constituted state, no matter 
whether its form of government be royal or 
republican.

The denial given by Juan Riano, the 
Spanish minister at Washington, to the fool- 
ish etories of domestic differences between 
King Alfotieo and his wifé, and to the fab- 
riéations concerning quarrels with his mother 
should carry more weight then ordinary dip- 
lomatic assurances of this kind. For Sefior 
Riano was, connected for a number of years 
with the royal household at Madrid ina par- 
ticularly intimate capacity—namely: as pri- 
vate secretary both of Queen Christina and 
of King Alfonso. 

The confidential relations then established 
between Riano and the réignitig house have 
ever since been maintained, and there are 
few diplomats representing their government 
abroad who are in closer fouch with their 
monarch or who are better informed as to 
what goes on at the latter's court than is 
Sefior Riano. 

His father will be remembered as the di- 
rector of the Royal museum at Madrid, 
enjoying en international reputation by 
reason of his knowledge of Spanish art 
in all its branches, while the minister's 
mother. as gifted as her husband, and high 
in the favor of Queen Christina, was the 
daughter of that wonderfully learned Sena- 
tor Pascual de Cayangos, minister of justice 
and of public instruction in Spain, and one 
of the most popular foreign members of the 
Atheneeum club in London. 

Sefior Riano spent sever years in Lon- 
don attached to the Spanish embassy, and 
found himself particularly at home there, 
cordially welcomed as he was by the nu- 
merous friends of his grandfathér, the old 
senator, and of his popular parents. He 
was brought into touch with King George, 
then Duke of York, in connection with the 
latter's investiture with the Spanish order 
of the Golden Fleece, Riano taking an im- 
portant part if the ceremony, which he to 
a great extent directed.

Percy Thornton, who was for eighteen 
years a member of parliament for Clapham 
and the name of whose family is énshrined 
in history in connection with the abolition 
movement, is engaged in writing the life of 
his father, Admiral Samuel Thornton. and 
of his gratiduncle, Henry Sykes Thornton, 
member of parllament for Southwark, and 
would be greatly indebted to any ot my read- 
ers who may happen to be in possession of let - 
ters from the Thorntons, if they would com- 
municate with him, and place at his disposal 
either copies or the originals for use in the 
work in which he is now engaged. 

Henry Sykes Thornton was the original of

old Georgian mansion at Clapham, known as 
the Battersea Rise house, a circle comprising 
not only William Wilberforce but also Sir 
Walter Scott, the historian Macaulay, the 
poet Wordeworth, and, in earlier years, the 
famous Premier (“ Billy) Pitt. 
He married in succession two sisters, 
daughters of thé Rev. Dr. Dealtry, rector of 
Clapham, going abroad for the celebration of 
the second marriage. A pillar of the church 
and a firm supporter of all church move. 
ments, he was distressed by the attitude of 
all bis church friends toward his second wife, 
whom they declined to recognize as such, and 
at his death left a lange sum Of money in 
trust for the purpose of peouring, by means of 
agitation, the repeal of the ‘law against such 
marriages.

SEPARATELY. 

Chicago, Feb. 3.—-[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Gov. Deneen is showing himself to be a 
wise and progressive executive in keeping 
abreast of the times. This is demonstrated 


to no greater advantage than in his appoint- 


tment of a commission to seek a way to re- 
form our present rotten system of taxation. 
The personal property tax itself is evi- 
déntly and by general consent a great fraud. 
An equitablé system of taxing personal prop- 
erty has never been and never will be in- 
vented. This fact has been pointed out by 
many public officials, notably Mayor Gaynor 
of New York, who proposes to abolish all 
taxes of personal property because such 
taxes are evidently useless as revenue rais- 
ers, besides being the cause of much lying 


and deceit. 

As to the taxation of real property, R would 
de a wise thing for the tax reformers of Ul- 
nois if they assessed all improvements sepa- 
rately from land. The real prosperity of a 
community depends fundamentally upon the 
general business prosperity which gives em- 
ployment to labor and capital. Heavy taxa- 
tion discourages their investments. Detroit 
is a notable example of what low taxes on im- 
provements will do. Notice its advance in 
population in the last decade. 

In the oity of Vancouver, B. C., during ten 
months ending Oct. 30, 1000, there was a tax 
on improvements. During those ten months 
the builéing permits issued amounted to some 
$4,000,000. During the same ten months of 
the succeeding year (1910) and after all taxes 
on improvements had been removed the value 
of the building permite of Vancouver amount- 
ed to $10,000,000.

ON PARCELS POST 


Is Back of Plan to Defeat 
Bill Stir Capital. 


Representative Mondell Caustic 
in Diseussing Petitions 
Against Measure.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Speclal. 
Charges that the failure of congrese to 
establish a rural parcels post is due to the 
hold which the express company lobby has 
acquired on the national legislature are be- 
coming frequent and may lead to an investi- 
gation. 

The influences alleged to have been brought 
to bear on senators and representatives to 
head off the legislation urged by President 
Taft are said to be the most powerful and 
far reaching with which congress has been 
brought in contact within a generation, 


Of the Underground Variety. 

Even casual observers have noticed that the 
opposition to the parcels post is of the 
stealthy, underground variety. During the 
Present session of congress many speeches 
have been made by senators and representa- 
tives in favor of the establishment of a mail 
package,delivery system on the rural routes, 
but it is significant that not a single speech 
has been delivered against it. Whatever 
are the arguments of the opponente of this 
legislation no senator or representative has 
seen fit to voice them before hie colleagues. 
It is patent that the opposition ie relying 
entirely on noiseless and subtle methods of 
obstruction to keep the postal system from 
becoming a formidable competitor of the ex - 
press companies. 

The latest charge that the express lobby 
is behind the parcels post opposition was 
made on the floor of the house by Repre- 
sentative Mondell of Wyoming, who in most 
legislative matters ig a loyal soldier in the 
ranks of the old guard Republicans. Mr. 
Mondell said the express companies in their 
present opposition are working “ cunningly 
and adreitly through various and devious 
channels.” 


Uses Caustic Language. 

Mr. Mondell took up and analyzed the pe- 
titions against the rural parcels post dis- 
tributed by a Chicago organization of mer- 
chants. This petition states that if a rural 
parcels post were established the mail order 
houses would open depots in smal) towns 
from which merchandise would be gent out 
over the rural routes to the detriment of the 
local merchants. Mr. Mondell said if this 
were true the mail order houses Would al- 
ready have adopted this plan, 

The whole petition, thousands of which, 
with identical wording, have been received 
by congressmen, Mr. Mondell characterizes 
as “an overdone sample of the jargon of 
the typical New York or Chicago ‘ bunko 
man playing a ‘“come-on’ game with ea

HE poet's assertion that against stupidity 
the very gods themselves contend in 
vain is pleasantly discounted tn Mr. As- 
kin’s new entertainment, “The Girl 1 
Love,” exhibited last evening at the La 

Salle Opera house for the first time in Chi- 
cago. Notwithstanding the handicap—custom- 
ary. in such things—of a venerable and un- 
exhilarating libretto, the performance is 80 
bright a little pageant of color, motion, and 
song that those in attendance appraised it as a 
successful enterprise and one likely to fill an 
enlivening mission 
time to come. 

In fact; the attractive fashion of its pres- 
entation has not often been equaled here since 
the period of the Hamlin extravagangas. Mr. 
Burnside, the presiding genius of the Hippo- 
drome in New York, and Mr. Smithson, an ex- 
pert contriver of musical comedy pictures, are 
unusually fanciful’ in their efforts, and the 
frequency with which the song and dance ele- 
ment recurs obscures the somewhat deadening 
influence of the book. Aiding in that laudable 
endeavor a many interesting young people, 
including an agile and personable chorus 
which is dressed within an inch of its inter- 
esting young life, and which deports itself 
merrily and with considerable circumspection. 
All except the chorus men—Jolly fellows all, 
without a care—who add, with each smirking 
activity, to the baffling mystery of their ex- 
istence in the theater. 


— — 

The chief participant in the proceedings is 
Mr. Sidney Grant, one of those nice chaps with 
white teeth and a dainty demeanor, who has 
been apprised, erroneously, one fears, that he 
is a comedian. Asa gay youth in rural exile 
because of his Broadway excesses, Mr. Grant 
sings the “soft words with notHing in them 
which go to make the song of musical. comedy, 
and he sings them very well indeed. But when 
he assumes the “antic mood” he becomes most 
lugubrious—and he should be warned that im- 
itation of William Norris is not condutive to 
the glad spirit. His is one of those staple char- 
acters who nave to be married in order to get 
the money from tie rich uncle, and he is 
forced to disguise his chum as his bride. This 
chum is played by Mr. George Pettengill, a fat 
actor with an effective sense of humor and 
a good deal of ability to communicate it to 
the audience. Mr. Pettengtfll is, perhaps, the 
most decided individuality in a cast which 
lacks that essential, arid his contribution to 
the performance is the most amusing. While 
Mr. Grant's farcical anxiety is caused by his 
suspicious uncle, Mr. Pettengill is pestered by 
an insistent chauffeur to whom he owes a taxt- 
cab bill—and tne complexities arising from 
these situations form the hub of the play. By 
way of identification it should be said that Mr. 
Pettengill is one of the clever Hermits” of 
Cleveland who took part in the play's original 
production.

Among other old friends encountered in 
“The Girl I Love are Lord Percival, the Eng- 
lish nobleman; the rube named Silas, and 
Fleurette Créme de Menthe, the French dan- 
cing girl who entangles the annoying uncle. 
Miss Clara Palmer in the last named role is 
another inspiriting episode of the perform- 
ance, because she is pretty, discreetly behaved 
for a soubrette, graceful in her dancing, and 
melodious in her song. Now and then Miss 
Grace Edmunds lifts her voice in the vocal 
responsibilities of the prima donna with con- 
siderable success, which is a good thing, for 
all the music is of an attractive nature, much 
more so than is the case usually with the mel- 
odies which infest the entertainments at the 
La Salle. But everybody concerned is rather 
capable and in no case is the usual indigna- 
tion excusable.

That is the worst that can be said of mme 
Girl I Love,” except its name. It has more 
of the ingredients of the high class pastime of 
its frivolous nature than any of its predéces- 
sors, and it is a cheering acquisition to the 
brief and unimportant annals of Chicago as a 
“ producing center.“

im no rallroads at the present time travere- 


ing the center of the county, much of this 
land bas gone out of cultivation. 

San Juan county, in the nortbwest part of 
thie territory, probably contains more water 
than any other county in the territory. Com- 
panies have been formed to build dams and 
ditches so that the vaters in the rivers may 
be brought upon the land. This county has 
only one railroad in it at the present time, but

more are bound to come in a comparattvely 
short time. Apples raised in this county rival 
those raised in Grand Junction, Cold. 
Agriculture in New Mexico is today only in 
its infancy, and I venture to predict that ten 
years from now the valve of agricultural 
products of this territory will have quin- 
tupled and that we will be exporting much 
grain. Today we export trainloads of apples, 
cantaloupes, and alfalfa. So long as a seri- 
ous panic does not overtake the country, 
values in the territory where lande are se- 
lected with judgment are bound to Increage. 


Good Place for Smal] Farmer. 

This is not a country where I would advise 
people without eapita? to come, but any one 
who has money to buy say from 20 to Wacree 
of land under a good irrigation aysatem can 
certainly raise crops enough to live well, 
educate and bring up hie family in a proper 
manner, lay up a nest egy for his old days, 
and be independent of the vicissitudes of 
fortune which attend thoge who engage in 
epeculative business. Of course to care for 
even an acre of jand requires work, but I 
know of nothing in which any one can engage 
and be successful to which he does not have 
to give his entire time and energy.
